City to 
move into 
Katz tower 

The city will move 2,000 staff 
into a new 27-storey office 
tower on the comer of 104 
Avenue and 101 Street in 2016, 
built by the Katz Group and 
WAM developments. 

The team was the winning 
bidder in a process the city 
started last year and they plan 
to start construction soon on 
the tower, which is expected to 
cost more than $300 million. 

Gany Klassen, the city’s 
general manager of sustainable 
development, said the winning 
bid was the result of an open 
competition monitored by fair¬ 
ness advisers. 

“That competition has an 
outcome and that outcome to¬ 
day was the best deal,” he said. 

Klassen 
noted the 
initial five- 
year lease 
at $25 per 
square foot 
was the most 
financially 
competi¬ 
tive, adding 
currently 
city staff are 
spread out 
in a way that 
is bad for 
productivity. 

“We have 
our staff 
across nine 
different 
buildings across the downtown 
right now,” he said. 

Darren Durstling, president 
of WAM, said while the project 
stands on its own merits, the 
arena helps make it possible by 
driving investment and excite¬ 
ment downtown. 

“It’s the catalyst for this

Authorities crack down on 
outlaw motorcycle gangs

Alberta organized crime in¬ 
vestigators have arrested 
an alleged full-patch Hells 
Angels member, along with 
nine others, following a three- 
month investigation to crack 
down on cocaine trafficking in 
Edmonton. 

Blake Christie, 32, was 
the focus of the investiga¬ 
tion launched in October by 


a special section Alberta Law 
Enforcement Response Team 
(ALERT) devoted to outlaw 
motorcycle gangs, which dras¬ 
tically increased over the last 
five years. 

“Back in 2009, we had three 
(outlaw motorcycle gang) clubs 
in Alberta,” said Combined 
Forces Special Enforcement 
Units Insp. Darcy Strang. “We 
now have 23 (clubs) in Alberta.” 

Arrested at a north Edmon¬ 
ton home on Jan. 30, Christie 
is now facing 11 charges, in¬ 
cluding possession of a loaded 
prohibited firearm, possession 
of an offensive weapon, three 
counts of possession of drugs 
and two counts of possession 
of an identity document. 

Along with the north-end 
bust, officers searched three 


other homes: two in Edmon¬ 
ton and one in St. Albert. 

At one of the homes, offi¬ 
cers discovered a Hells Angels 
MC vest containing illegal 
drugs, two rifles and loaded 
handgun with ammunition 
and other gun parts, four body 
armour vests, a functional 
police scanner, 350 grams 
of cocaine, oxycodone pills, 
two false driver’s licences and 
$23,000 in cash. 

Strang said the evidence 
confiscated at the houses show 
the organized groups in the 
city take their business ser¬ 
iously. 

“Alberta is profit rich for 
crime, unfortunately,” he 
added, noting that organized 
crime groups don’t have to get 
along to be business partners.

Mounties believe the deaths 
of three family members in 
central Alberta were homi¬ 
cides. 

The remains of Gordon 
Klaus, 61, and his daugh¬ 
ter Monica Klaus, 40, were 
found in December in the 
rubble of their burned-out 
farmhouse near Castor, a 
small town east of Red Deer. 


The man’s wife, 62-year- 
old Sandra Klaus, has not 
been located, but RCMP sus¬ 
pect she was also killed. 

“Our investigators are 
most certain that she was 
a victim of a homicide as 
well,” RCMP spokeswoman 
Sgt. Josee Valiquette said at 
a news conference Thurs¬ 
day. 


It’s possible the woman’s 
body could have been de¬ 
stroyed in the fire, she 
said. Investigators have 
determined the blaze was 
deliberately set, although 
they’re not revealing how it 
started. 

Emergency responders 
found the family’s dog shot 
dead outside the home. 


On Dec. 11, three days 
after the fire, police found 
the family’s white GMC Si¬ 
erra truck abandoned about 
30 kilometres away. 

Valiquette said officers 
are seeking help from any¬ 
one who may have seen the 
pickup truck on the night 
of Dec. 8.

When ATB president Dave 
Mowat first pitched light¬ 
ing the High Level Bridge 
in October 2012, his idea 
was cheered and swiftly 
embraced by virtually 
everyone in the room. 

Of course, it was at 
Pecha Kucha — a semi- 
seasonal lecture series 
that attracts civic-minded 
people pre-whetted for 
novel thinking. You’d have 
to pitch full-scale nuclear 
war to rouse boos. 

Yet this idea had legs. 
Instead of evaporating, 
it formed into Light the 
Bridge, a campaign crowd¬ 
sourcing $2.5 million to il¬ 
luminate the iconic bridge 
with tens of thousands of 
programmable LED lights. 
It became a cornerstone of 
Make Something Edmon¬ 
ton’s launch, potentially 
proving or disproving the 
optimistic notion that in 


giant hologram of SCTV’s 
Count Floyd. 

Floyd the Bridge even 
parodies the very words I 
narrated (“turn the bridge 
into a signature written 
in light for a confused 
populace”) and mocks 
another ongoing campaign 
I’ve worked on: to build a 
monument for the Edmon- 
ton-made ’80s television 
show. Ouch. 

The criticisms have 
forced me to momentar¬ 
ily dim the glow Mowat’s 
pitch first gave me, and 
ponder what Light the 
Bridge is actually trying to 
achieve. Why did I initially 
get involved and why did I 
donate hundreds of dollars? 
Until recently, I’d forgot¬ 
ten. 

I bought five $25 bulbs 
because I know how dark 
and empty Edmonton’s 
core can feel most nights 
and because its program¬ 
mable hues could tell a 
small colourful story each 
time it’s crossed or viewed, 
depending on the occa¬ 
sion. Instead of mindlessly

Edmonton you can build 
anything from nothing 
with a little help from your 
friends. 

Though the concept 
drawings were clearly arti¬ 
ficial, it captured my im¬ 
agination. I, too, wanted to 
dab the night with colour, 
so I helped by narrating the 
campaign video that over 
a year found about 7,500 
others just like me. 

But now that the fund¬ 
raising is almost complete 
(just $120,500 shy of the 
goal) and the bulbs have 
been purchased in time for 
Canada Day, the tenor is 
changing. 

Critics previously un¬ 
heard, perhaps ignored, are 
turning it up a few decibels 
and loudly calling the plan 
everything from tacky to 
hollow boosterism. 

My friend and Edmonton 
Journal arts critic Fish Gri- 
wlcowslcy wisely likened it 
to graffiti with no recourse 
in a recent opinion piece, 
while an anonymous blog¬ 
ger wrote a brilliant satire 
about a fake campaign to 
adorn the bridge with a 


zooming over the river at 
night, this might bring 
the experience out of our 
subconscious. 

And I bought those 
bulbs in the names of my 
nieces and nephews, so I 
could walk them across the 
bridge and show them the 
light they inspired. Maybe 
it will spark something 
in them too — a sense of 
attachment or ownership. 
Instead of the passive feel¬ 
ing of merely existing in 
Edmonton that I used to 
have, they might instead 
feel some belonging. 

Or maybe it will embar¬ 
rass instead of awe. It’s 
too soon to know how it 
will look, what stories it 
will tell or how artists will 
experiment with it. If it’s 
hideous, there actually is 
recourse: We take down the 
lights or just turn them off. 

But what if it inspires 
wonder or just plain 
warmth instead? What if 
lighting the bridge makes 
people appreciate the 
bridge, river valley and city 
a little more? It’s a chance 
worth taking.

Confusion and finger-point¬ 
ing over Premier Alison Red- 
ford’s $45,000 trip to Nelson 
Mandela’s funeral continued 
Thursday as her office sug¬ 
gested bureaucrats kept 
her staff in the dark about 
cheaper flight options. 

Part of the $45,000 bill 
included a cross-country trip 
on an Alberta government 
plane to Ottawa, so that Red- 
ford could meet Prime Minis¬ 
ter Stephen Harper’s delega¬ 
tion heading to South Africa. 

Redford’s office said ear¬ 



lier this week the premier 
had to take the government 
plane because there were no 
commercial flights available. 

But the Opposition Wil- 
drose party noted Thursday 
that Air Canada had a flight 
landing in Ottawa about two 
hours before Redford had 
to be on the tarmac with 
Harper. 

An Air Canada spokes¬ 
woman confirmed there 
were open seats on that 
flight, which involved a trip 
from Calgary to Winnipeg 
and then from Winnipeg to 
Ottawa. 

Redford’s spokeswoman, 
Neala Barton, said in an 
email that the premier’s of¬ 
fice was given two flight op¬ 
tions from bureaucrats in 
the International and Inter¬ 
governmental Relations De¬ 
partment, but neither could 
guarantee Redford would ar¬ 
rive in Ottawa on time. 

“As a result, the deci¬ 
sion was made to take the 
government plane,” Barton

‘Always seem to be a year behind.’ City looking to fix 
building permit process as development skyrockets 


High staff turnover and a busy 
construction sector are causing 
a major backlog in building per¬ 
mits, says the head of the city’s 
development department. 

Scott Mackie, manager of 
current planning, told coun¬ 
cillors they have had trouble 
keeping up with the high de¬ 
mand in the construction sec¬ 
tor, which is why the city aud¬ 


itor identified a 42,000-permit 
backlog. 

“We always seem to be a 
year behind and that will al¬ 
ways be a challenge,” Mackie 
told councillors. 

Derrick Hiltz, with the Can¬ 
adian Home Builders associa¬ 
tion, said the delays processing 
permits have an impact on the 
construction sector, which al¬ 


ways expects to wait longer for 
inspections. 

“The city’s published times 
are always viewed as much 
more optimistic by industry,” 
he said. 

Councillors have asked for 
more data on inspections with 
a goal toward removing the 
backlog and improving ser¬ 
vice. They have also asked for 


a report from the inspections 
branch on what’s being done to 
reduce the backlog. 

In the face of that backlog, 
the city’s chief economist John 
Rose is reporting $5.53 billion 
in development permits — a 
new record — which should 
indicate another busy construc¬ 
tion season ahead.

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Electoral officer strikes back at Tories 



Elections Act. Debate 
about sweeping 
changes has been shut 
down in the House 


Canada’s chief electoral officer 
says the only team sweater he 
wears is the striped “white and 
black,” and that a Conservative 


overhaul of the Elections Act 
will take the referee off the ice. 

In his first comments on 
sweeping new elections legis¬ 
lation by the Harper govern¬ 
ment, Marc Mayrand says he 
hopes there is extensive public 
consultation and debate over 
the proposed changes. 

Mayrand was responding 
to comments by Conservative 
minister Pierre Poilievre, who 


introduced the bill Tuesday by 
saying Canada’s elections ref¬ 
eree “should not be wearing a 
team jersey.” 

“Listen, the only team jersey 
that I think I’m wearing — if 
we have to carry the analogy 
— I believe is the one with 
the stripes, white and black,” 
a shaking Mayrand said after a 
hearing on Parliament Hill. 

“What I note from this bill is 


that no longer will the referee 
be on the ice.” 

Mayrand’s reaction comes 
as the government moves to 
shut down debate in the House 
of Commons and speed the 
legislation to committee. 

Among other things, the bill 
would allow political parties to 
spend more during campaigns, 
set rules for using robocalls 
and impose stiffer penalties on 


those who abuse automated 
telephone messaging. 

Poilievre’s opening shot at 
the impartiality of Elections 
Canada came after years of in¬ 
vestigations of alleged Conserv¬ 
ative wrongdoing that began 
with the in-and-out financing 
scheme in the 2006 campaign 
that brought Prime Minister 
Stephen Harper to power.

Drummer in Harper’s band 
charged with sex assault 


The RCMP says Phillip I. 
Nolan, who plays drums in a 
band that often accompanies 
Prime Minister Stephen Harp¬ 
er, is facing charges of sexual 
assault and sexual interfer¬ 
ence against two girls. 

A spokesman for Harper 
says the Prime Minister’s 
Office is “shocked and dis¬ 
turbed” by the charges, 
which allegedly involve two 
girls under the age of 14 at 
the time of the incidents. 

Nolan, 43, is also a teacher 
at Avalon Public School, a 
middle school in east Ottawa. 
The Ottawa-Carleton District 
School Board said in a state¬ 
ment Nolan was removed 
from the classroom when an 
investigation began and was 
suspended Thursday after Ot¬ 
tawa police laid the charges. 

Nolan faces five counts 
each of sexual assault, sexual 
interference, and sexual ex¬ 


ploitation. 

After a court released him 
on a $5,000 bond Thursday 
afternoon, his Toronto-based 
lawyer, Lou Strezos, said his 
client is also “veiy shocked” 
about the charges. 

“He has no criminal rec¬ 
ord,” said Strezos. “He main¬ 
tains his innocence.” 

Police allege the incidents 
took place between 1998 and 
2000 during Nolan’s tenure 
as a teacher of Grade 7 and 8 
students. 

Police said in a news re¬ 
lease they are concerned 
there could be other com¬ 
plainants in the case. 

Harper’s office said it had 
no inkling about the matter. 

“We are obviously shocked 
and disturbed by these ser¬ 
ious charges,” the PM’s com¬ 
munications director Jason 
MacDonald said in a state¬ 
ment.

Canadians won’t have to wait 
for a far-off dystopian future to 
try the controversial Soylent 
meal replacement product, as 
the inventor says the company 
is eyeing Canada as its first 
international market after it 
begins shipping to U.S. custom¬ 
ers on March 1. 

CEO Rob Rhinehart was an 
electrical engineer at a start-up 
in California, with insufficient 
time and money to eat well, 
when he decided to create 


something fast and cheap that 
contains everything humans 
need to survive. 

Soylent comes in two pack¬ 
ets, powder and oil, that are 
mixed with water to form a 
grayish liquid. It contains no 
people and costs less than $10 
a day. 

“Traditionally, healthy food 
can be veiy difficult to pre¬ 
pare and veiy expensive,” said 
Rhinehart. Soylent has a nutri¬ 
tion label that shows a full com¬ 
plement of nutrients, along 
with carbs, protein and fibre. 

“There’s a lot of regulation 
in food,” said Rhinehart. “We

have gone through all of the 
hurdles and testing and label¬ 
ling and process control.” 

Rhinehart said the label 
doesn’t tell the whole stoiy — 
that Soylent has a complete 
amino acid profile and, accord¬ 
ing to the company’s tests, a 
low glycemic index. 

Rhinehart was Soylent’s 
first test subject and he fives 
“90 per cent” on Soylent today, 
eating only the occasional so¬ 
cial meal. He’s gone through 
long periods of eating only 
Soylent, and “beta testers” — a 
tech term for people who tiy 
out a new product before it’s 
release — have done the same. 

Soylent raised more than 
$2 million in pre-orders and 
found venture capital support. 
It has a community of DIY Soy¬ 
lent makers working on their 
own Soylent-lilce food hacks. 

It also has many critics. 

Two Canadian doctors who 
are experts in nutrition recom¬ 
mended that consumers wait 
until Soylent undergoes clin¬ 
ical testing. 

Dr. David Lau, a profes¬ 
sor of medicine biochemistiy 
and molecular biology at the 
University of Calgaiy and the 
president of Obesity Canada, 
said Soylent’s ingredients “ap¬ 
pear veiy complete,” but he’s 
concerned about how well 
they will be absorbed. 

Gut flora, the micro-organ-

isms that live in the digestive 
tract, are essential to human 
health but are still not well 
understood and the effect a 
Soylent diet would have is un¬ 
known, he said. 

He said using beta testers is 
“hocus pocus” and doesn’t re¬ 
place clinical trials that could 
determine the long-term ef¬ 
fects of Soylent. 

Dr. David Jenkins, a Univer¬ 
sity of Toronto professor and 
the Canada research chair in 
nutrition and metabolism, said 
he’d like to see testing on the 
product’s glycemic index. How 
the body absorbs Soylent and 
its post-meal effects are essen¬ 
tial to understanding how use¬ 
ful and healthy it is, he said. 

Rhinehart has dealt with 
similar concerns in the past. 
“If this becomes a problem 
the amounts can be changed 
to compensate,” he wrote in a 
post on his site.

Russia anti-gay legislation 
is the target of a new ad 


Despite a temporary Russian 
ban on liquids in carry-on 
luggage, some air travellers 
heading to the Sochi Olym¬ 
pics through Moscow have 
brought toothpaste and 
other toiletries past secur¬ 
ity checkpoints without any 
problems. 

Security concerns ahead 
of the Sochi Games were re¬ 
newed after the U.S. Home¬ 
land Security Department 
warned airlines flying to 
Russia that terrorists may try 
to smuggle explosives into 
the country in toothpaste 
tubes. 

Yet six Associated Press 


employees arriving in Mos¬ 
cow from across the world 
or beginning their journey 
there passed through se¬ 
curity without having to 
remove toothpaste, hand lo¬ 
tion or water bottles. 

Another AP journalist, 
arriving in Moscow from 
Singapore, said a security 
official checked his deodor¬ 
ant and then returned it, but 
didn’t make mention of a 
small tube of toothpaste. 

Others heading to Sochi 
said their experience of air¬ 
port security was surprising¬ 
ly hassle-free.

Backed with the popular 
1980s tune “Don’t You Want 
Me” by The Human League, 
it ends with the words: “The 
Games have always been a 
little gay. Let’s fight to keep 
them that way.” 

While homosexuality is 
no longer illegal in the Olym¬ 
pic host countiy, it passed a 
law barring the promotion of 
“non-traditional sexual rela¬ 
tions” to minors. 

And with hours days left 
before the games open Fri¬ 
day, Human Rights Watch ex¬ 
pressed concerns homophob¬ 
ic violence, including luring, 
attacking and shaming, is 
escalating. 

The ad is online only 
because of limited funds.

Female circumcision. Opposition grows in Mali 


When Diclco Ongoiba was a 
little girl, female genital cut¬ 
ting was such a tradition that 
no one in her community dis¬ 
cussed it. 

Like her mother did, 
40-year-old Ongoiba sub¬ 
jected her first six daughters 
to what is sometimes referred 
to as female circumcision. 
But she has since learned 
more about ramifications, 
and now she wants to spare 


her two youngest daughters. 

On Thursday, the Inter¬ 
national Day of Zero Toler¬ 
ance to Genital Mutilation, 
Ongoiba joined hundreds of 
residents of a town outside 
Mali’s capital for a public dec¬ 
laration swearing off female 
genital cutting, which affects 
89 per cent of Mali’s women. 

It was the second public 
declaration organized in Mali 
by the non-governmental or¬ 


ganization Tostan, which has 
worked with 7,000 commun¬ 
ities in eight African coun¬ 
tries to denounce cutting. 

Although community 
leaders sometimes justify the 
practice on religious grounds, 
in recent years a growing 
number of religious leaders 
have noted there is no men¬ 
tion of female genital cutting 
in the Qur’an.

Death spurs

Saudi university. Male 
paramedics not given 
immediate permission 
to enter campus to 
treat female: Witness 


Thousands of Saudis vented 
their anger online over a re¬ 
port Thursday that staff at a 
Riyadh university had barred 
male paramedics from en¬ 
tering a women’s-only cam¬ 
pus to assist a student who 
had suffered a heart attack 
and later died. 

The Olcaz newspaper said 
administrators at the King 
Saud University impeded ef¬ 
forts by the paramedics to 
save the student’s life be¬ 
cause of rules banning men 
from being onsite. Accord¬ 
ing to the paper, the incident 
took place on Wednesday 
and the university staff took 
an hour before allowing the 
paramedics in. 

However, the university’s 
rector, Badran Al-Omar, de¬ 


nied the report, saying there 
was no hesitation in letting 
the paramedics in. He said 
the university did all it could 
to save the life of the student, 
who was identified as Amna 
Bawazeer. 

Al-Omar told The Associ¬ 
ated Press that after the inci¬ 
dent, he met Bawazeer’s fath¬ 
er who told him his daughter 
had heart problems. The rec¬ 
tor said Bawazeer suffered 
a heart attack and collapsed 
suddenly on the campus on 
Wednesday. 

Her death sparked a de¬ 
bate on Twitter by Saudis 
who created a hashtag to talk 
about the incident. In the de¬ 
bate, many Saudis said the 
kingdom’s strictly enforced 
rules governing the segre¬ 
gation of the sexes were to 
blame for the delay in help¬ 
ing Bawazeer. 

Following Wednesday’s 
incident, professors at King 
Saud University also de¬ 
manded an investigation. 

One staff member who 
witnessed the situation said

She said they 
were also not given immedi¬ 
ate permission to enter the 
campus and that it appeared 
that the female dean of the 
university and the female 
dean of the college of social 
studies panicked. 

Al-Omar said the staff 
called campus health officials 
within minutes of Bawazeer 
collapsing and that about 
25 minutes later they called 
paramedics. 

Saudi Arabia follows a 
strict interpretation of Islam. 
Sexes are segregated in 
schools and almost all Saudi 


universities. Women also 
have separate seating areas 
and often separate entrances 
in “family” sections of res¬ 
taurants and cafes where 
single males are not allowed. 
The kingdom’s top cleric has 
warned against the mixing of 
the genders, saying it poses a 
threat to female chastity and 
society. 

In a shocking tragedy in 
2002, a fire broke out at a 
girl’s school in Mecca, killing 
15 students. Rights groups 
reported that religious po¬ 
lice would not allow the girls 
to escape because they were 
not wearing headscarves or 
abayas, a traditional loose 
black cloak that covers the 
female body from the neck 
down. 

While religious police de¬ 
nied they blocked girls from 
fleeing and a government 
inquiiy found the school was 
ill-equipped to handle emer¬ 
gencies, the incident led to 
the overhaul of women’s edu¬ 
cation.

Seven arrested for 
alleged gang rape 

Police say they have ar¬ 
rested seven people for 
allegedly raping a co- 
worlcer’s wife and aunt in 
Mulcti Rachalc, a village 40 
kilometres north of Kollcata 
in India’s West Bengal state. 

A rash of rapes in India 
has sparked widespread 
outrage over chronic sexual 
violence and government 


failures to protect women. 

The man’s 28-year-old 
wife and 40-year-old aunt 
were also cut by blades, but 
were in stable condition in 
a local hospital. 

Police said the men had 
a fight with their co-worker 
over a road building pro¬ 
ject. They visited his home 
and committed the crime 
after plunging the village 
into darkness by switching 
off the electricity trans¬ 
former.

Greece 


Man arrested over 
earthquake hoax 

Police have arrested a 
44-year-old man in south¬ 
ern Greece for allegedly 
posing as an official from 
the countiy’s main seismo- 
logical institute, following 
powerful earthquakes 
on the western island of 
Kefalonia. 

Police on Thursday 
alleged that the man, 


pretending to from the 
Institute of Geodynamics 
in Athens, called a 62-year- 
old woman and warned 
of another major quake. 
The motive for the call was 
unclear. 

Kefalonia has been 
rattled by two quakes since 
Jan. 26 as well as scores 
of aftershocks, damag¬ 
ing around 3,000 homes, 
according to government 
estimates.

The first time Chris Piper 
watched her daughter 
climb a rope in gymnastics 
she was in for a big sur¬ 
prise. “Oh my God! That’s 
my kid?” she asked.

Cherie Piper is a Canadian 
hockey hero. 

So who would bully her? 

Me. And a good many others 
from my high school. 

In 1996, Piper’s high school, 
Albert Campbell Cl, played my 
school, Sir Winston Churchill, 
in the Scarborough B finals. 

When we met last month, 
Piper said she remembers that 
game well. “Out on the ice, 
you can hear eveiything that’s 
yelled,” she said. Ouch! 

Churchill had a bus full of 
students at the arena to cheer 
on our girls. And we didn’t 
know the difference between 


supporting our team and put¬ 
ting down the opposition. 

And Piper was the oppos¬ 
ition. She skated circles around 
our girls and scored most goals 
in the blowout that followed. 

Sharon Mejia, now 34, 
played against Piper. 

“It was veiy frustrating, 
because she was clearly way 
above everybody else on the 
team,” Mejia said. 

So the Churchill crowd, 
mostly boys who saw the game 
as an opportunity to skip class, 
booed Piper. A lot. 

“We were rowdy. We said 
things to bring her confidence 
down,” said Imer Hernandez, 
who was in the stands. 

Mejia said the more Piper 
was booed, the more she 
seemed to want the puck, and 
as Campbell ran up the score, 
the more insulting the Church¬ 
ill kids became. The insults 
eventually turned sexual. 

I was there, as Churchill’s 
mascot, wearing a bulldog cos¬ 
tume with an oversized head. I 
remember looking through the 
eyeholes and seeing Piper’s dad 
put his arm around her mom 


as she wiped her eyes. 

“My mom and dad used 
their energy to protect me,” 
Piper said. 

While people accused her of 
embarrassing the other team, 
Piper said she thought of her 
teammates, many using equip¬ 
ment borrowed from Piper. 

“Our goalie one year had 
never put on skates before,” 
Piper said. “I used to run skat¬ 
ing drills with the girls.” 

She remembers their 
weekly practices well. “Nobody 


understands how much fun we 
had as a team,” she said. 

Nearly 16 years later, Her¬ 
nandez said he’s impressed by 
Piper’s mental toughness. 

“She was so young. I’d like 
to congratulate her for playing 
to the best of her ability while 
blocking all that.” 

As rough as the insults 
hurled at Piper in the Scar¬ 
borough finals were, she said 
they’re far from the worst. 

Due to a shortage of girls 
playing hockey, when Piper 


was eight, her parents had the 
choice of enrolling her in an 
under-16 women’s league or 
a team of eight-year-old boys. 
They chose the boys’ league. 

“Some of the worst things 
were things that mothers from 
the other team would yell at 
me. They would tell their sons 
to go injure me or kill me,” 
Piper said. “They couldn’t han¬ 
dle the fact that their son was 
beat by a girl.” 

The behaviour of the 
Churchill kids at the Scarbor¬ 
ough finals is learned behav¬ 
iour, Piper said. She’s now in a 
position to influence children 
differently — since retiring 
from the national team, she 
has become a teacher for Blyth 
Academy in Whitby. 

“In my classroom there’s no 
putting people down. There’s 
no treating people differently,” 
Piper said. “Retirement (from 
hockey) has been nice. I’m just 
enjoying being a normal per¬ 
son and not having to be at the 
rink or practice all the time.” 

When we parted, I apolo¬ 
gized on behalf of Churchill. 

She accepted it graciously.

Thailand’s rice subsidy program turns sour 



An ambitious rice buying 
program that Thailand’s rul¬ 
ing party hoped would aid 
millions of its poor rural 
supporters may instead help 
bring down the increasingly 
cornered government. 

Hundreds of farmers from 
more than 10 provinces con¬ 
verged Thursday on the cap¬ 
ital to demand rice payments 
that are several months over¬ 
due after the policy caused 
ruinous losses. Some have 
blocked three main highways 
in the north and the west, 
while a few hundred in the 
ruling party’s northeastern 
heartland protested at a prov¬ 
incial government hall. 

With the help of popu¬ 
list policies such as the rice 
pledging scheme. Prime Min¬ 
ister Yingluclc Shinawatra’s 
party won a landslide elec¬ 


tion victory in 2011. But it 
suffered a self-inflicted and 
crushing setback late last year 
by attempting to amnesty 
Yingluclc’s elder brother, Th¬ 
aksin Shinwawatra, so he 
could return to the kingdom 
without serving prison time 
for a corruption conviction. 

Ousted as prime minister 
in a 2006 coup, Thaksin is a 
highly polarizing figure, be¬ 
loved in the countryside and 
loathed in the capital, Bang¬ 
kok, where militaiy, palace 
and old money cliques have 
traditionally held sway over 
the nation. 

The rice crisis could not 
have come at a worse time 
for the government, which is 
reduced to a caretaker admin¬ 
istration after street protests 
sparked by the amnesty bill 
forced new elections. 


Official results of the Feb. 
2 vote may not be announced 
for months after protesters 
in Bangkok prevented some 
polling places from func¬ 
tioning, requiring byelec¬ 
tions. The government is also 
assailed by numerous court 


cases and investigations that 
could result in it being de¬ 
posed judicially. 

Now the ruling party faces 
the risk that the bedrock of 
its support, farmers, will turn 
against it.

The Monuments Men. 
George-Clooney-penned 
story about saving art in 
the Second World War 
skews a little 
too sentimental 


Richard: Mark, this is a war¬ 
time comedy. Think Hogan’s 
Heroes by way of Leonardo Da 
Vinci and you’ll get the idea. It 
has some mild laughs — the 
biggest giggle, for Canadians 
anyway, comes from the Paris¬ 
ians who blame Matt Damon’s 
terrible French on having spent 
too much time in Montreal — 
but also a great deal of rever¬ 
ence for the art and the work of 
the real-life monuments men. 
But what might have been an 
edgy, exciting look at an under¬ 


reported slice of World War 
II histoiy is reduced to an ele¬ 
gantly directed but somewhat 
duH film. 

Mark: Richard, I was really 
looking forward to this movie. 
Three of my major obsessions 
are George Clooney, Nazis and 
art, although not necessarily 
in that order. But you’re right; 
the movie is kind of a snooze 
in parts. There are some great 
scenes, but they don’t quite 
add up. And at no time did I 
feel much of a sense of danger, 
probably because the war is 
ending and the Germans are al¬ 
ready on the run. The great cast 
is mostly split up during the 
movie, so the expected cama¬ 
raderie is absent. But there’s 
one great reason to see this 
movie, and that’s the promin¬ 
ent role of prickly nerd Bob 
Balaban. 


RC: The cast is terrific. Balaban 
is a great actor, and an under¬ 
used one, so it’s always cool to 
see him trotted out in anything, 
but for me Bill Murray shows, 
once again, in a brief scene in a 
shower (no spoilers here), how 
his understated style can move 
an audience. No problems 
with the acting, but co-writers 
Clooney and longtime collab¬ 
orator Grant Heslov appear to 
have taken a dose of sentimen¬ 
tality pills before putting pen to 
paper. The earnest, reverential 
tone is reinforced by old school 
pacing that focuses on the char¬ 
acter and art over action and a 
rousing soundtrack that sounds 
airlifted in from a classic war¬ 
time era movie. 

MB: Bill Murray, as always, 
proves that less is indeed more. 
There’s a quasi-romance be¬ 
tween Matt Damon and Cate 


Blanchett that seemed forced 
to me, not to mention she 
wears the ugliest pair of shoes 
in the histoiy of cinema. But 
all through the movie there’s a 
moral dilemma that keeps be¬ 
ing rammed down our throats. 
Is art valuable enough to risk 
human life for? The movie tells 
us over and over that it is, but 
to be honest, Richard, I’m not 
so sure. And if you’re not sure, 
the urgency falls apart. 

RC: It seems like you noticed 
Blanchett’s shoes more than 
the art. Therein lies the movie’s 
central problem. 

MB: Well, I’m more of a mod¬ 
ernist anyway. When they tell 
the story of how the Germans 
burned the Klees, Braques, and 
Picassos I nearly wept. This isn’t 
a bad movie, Richard. I just 
hoped for a great one.

Filmmaker Ingrid Veninger 
says the pitch for the script 
writing initiative Femmes Lab, 
“could have back-fired badly.” 

The actor-tumed-director- 
turned-Renaissance-woman 
was on stage at the Whistler 
Film Festival in December re¬ 
ceiving an EDA award from 
the Alliance of Women Film 
Journalists for her latest film, 
The Animal Project, when a 
notion struck her. 

“I started to talk about the 
Femmes Lab at the podium,” 
says Veninger. “Six Canadian 


women will write six screen¬ 
plays in six months. Then I 
took the leap to invite some¬ 
one to step up for $6,000. At 
first the room was silent. So, 
I started counting down: 6, 5 
... and before I hit 4, a women 
shot her arms in the air and 
said, Til do it!’ My heart was 
racing and it was only later I 
realized it was Melissa Leo. Me¬ 
lissa approached me quietly 
and said, ‘This is going to hap¬ 
pen. I will get you a cheque be¬ 
fore the end of the year.’ And, 
she did.” 

For her donation, the Fro¬ 
zen River Academy Award 
winner Leo gets a first look 
at six scripts written by a 
hand-picked group of female 
Canadian writers and direc¬ 
tors including Veninger, Dan- 
ishka Esterhazy, Michelle Lati¬ 
mer, Sophie Deraspe, Anais 
Granofsky and Mars Horo- 
dyski. 

“It’s not your traditional 
kind of script development,” 
says Veninger, “that’s for sure. 
It’s almost more like a coven. 
We’re not actually casting 
spells, as we conjure these 
new screenplays, but sort of. 


The nuts and bolts is that we 
meet in person once a month 
from Januaiy until June, most¬ 
ly in Toronto. And, month to 


month we each have to move 
our screenplays forward, so 
that by the end of June, we 
have six completed scripts. But 


what happens in the actual lab 
session is a secret. I can say that 
in my past 20 years of making 
movies, I have not experienced 
anything like this. First off, the 
six of us are veiy different and 
we bring a diverse range of 
experiences and perspectives 
to the table. Our sessions are 
minimally nine hours, but can 
also last the whole weekend.” 

One of the participants, 
Mars Horodyski, said, “For me 
the pUNK Films Femmes Lab 
offers a supportive creative 
space where you are encour¬ 
aged to do something differ¬ 
ent, brave and representative 
of who you really are. Some¬ 
thing really special happens 
when you get a group of 


women together to collaborate 
in this way. It’s different from 
anything I’ve ever been a part 
of and I’m excited to see the 
outcome.” 

Veninger says this edition 
of pUNK Films Femme Lab is 
likely to be “a one time thing. 
I’m happy to spark the fire, 
but it’s most exciting to see 
how others keep it going.” 

It seems that spark is about 
to ignite. 

“After Whistler, I received 
a message from a filmmaker 
in L.A. saying, “we should do 
a Femmes Lab in Los Angel¬ 
es”, and my response was, ‘go 
ahead and do it. Make it hap¬ 
pen. We have nothing to lose. 
Now is the time.’”

of Robocop and you can’t. 
It’s like all of a sudden it 
becomes a collector’s item. 
It’s different now. 


What were some of your 
favourite parts of the 
original? 

I mean, that scene is crazy 
when he goes in on his own 
and he gets blown apart. 


I know it sounds really 
violent because I was, 
like, 5 or 6 when I watched 
that, but that scene is just 
insane. It’s really classic. 

I love that movie. I really 
enjoyed watching it again. 

I watched it a couple of 
times before we made the 
movie, and people were 
like, ‘Don’t do that!’ I was 
like, ‘But I love it!’ 

Plus, this version is pretty 
different from the ori¬ 
ginal. 

Yeah, it’s different. It’s 
a whole different entity. 
Look, I really hope that the 
people who are skeptical 
about the film and are say¬ 
ing that they’re not going 
to watch it because ‘we 
love the original Robocop 
and they shouldn’t have re¬ 
made it,’ I really hope that 
they go to the cinemas and 
watch it because I think 
that they’ll be pleasantly 
surprised. 

The default position of 
any remake is skepticism, 
though. 


I guess so. Maybe I’ve just 
never been privy to it. We 
retell stories all the time. 
Sometimes they’re very 
well done and sometimes 
not so well done, so I can 
understand people’s skepti¬ 
cism about that as well. 

What are some of your 
favourite tricks of the 
trade for tapping into a 
character? 

I listen to a lot of music 
while I work. I usually 
make a playlist for each 
film that sums up what 
that character’s journey is 
throughout the film, 
so I can always go back 
to it and go back to it. 
Basically it’s like home. Or 
sometimes if I feel a bit 
lost on the way to work 
in regards to what we’re 
doing, I’ll pull up a Turner 
painting and just stare at it 
for half an hour, and that 
will just give me some¬ 
thing for the day. Because 
sometimes, to be honest, I 
don’t know what I’m doing 
as an actor and I like that 
feeling.

The part was “written with 
Ralph in mind,” Anderson told 
reporters ahead of the movie’s 
premiere. “This character is

Still, Fiennes shares the 
limelight with Norton, Murray, 
Jeff Goldblum, Tilda Swinton, 
Willem Dafoe, Jude Law, Ad¬ 
rien Brody, Saoirse Ronan and 
others in roles large and small. 

The movie is the first of 20 
competing for the festival’s 
main Golden Bear award.

So how does Anderson get stars 
to play not-so-big roles? Ander¬ 
son’s regular, Murray, who’s 
playing a fellow concierge in 


this film, leapt in to answer 
that one. 

“We are promised veiy long 
hours and low wages ... and 
stale bread,” he said. “That’s 
pretty much it.” 

Still, he admits the life is 
pretty cool. 

“You get to see the world 
and we’re allowed to let Wes 
live this wonderful magical life 
he has where his dreamscape 
comes true,” Murray said. “So 
we show up, he gets to have all 
the fun. I guess it’s because we 
like him that we go along.”

Power play. Actor 
binge-watched Season 
1, read Hillary Clinton's 
autobiography to prep 
for congresswoman role 


Canuck star Molly Parker 
says she relished the chance 
to dive into the dark intrigue 
of House of Cards, noting the 
new character she plays on the 
acclaimed Netflix drama offers 
a worthy match to the power- 
hungiy Francis Underwood. 

Parker plays a third-term 
congresswoman who figures 
prominently in Francis’s latest 
quest for power at the White 
House. 

That means lots of scenes 
for the B.C.-native opposite star 
Kevin Spacey, whose steely- 
eyed Francis remains ever- 
focused on cementing the vice 
presidential post, no matter 
the cost. 

Parker appears early in the 
Season 2 premiere, establish¬ 
ing right away that her char¬ 
acter Jacqueline Sharp cannot 
easily be manipulated. 

“She’s tough and she’s 
smart and she’s a soldier,” says 
Parker, waiy of revealing too 
much about the stoiyline. 

“She’s ambitious and she’s 
also principled, as we find out 
as the season progresses.” 

The sophomore run launch¬ 
es Feb. 14 with virtually no 
time lost following the Season 
1 finale. Francis and his equally 
ruthless wife Claire, played by 
Robin Wright, are out on the 
early morning run they began 
in the previous episode, clad 
head-to-toe in assassin black.

The moment they return 
home, Francis is confronted 
with news that requires de¬ 
cisive action and it’s clear 
these new episodes are set on 
maintaining the sombre inten¬ 
sity that became a hallmark for 
Netflix’s flagship show. 

Parker says she was a fan 
before joining the project, 
even binge-watching the first 
13 episodes “in about three 
days.” 

Since joining the cast, she’s 
been especially impressed by 
Spacey, whose movie star pedi¬ 
gree helped establish House of 
Cards as a slick alternative to 
more conventional program¬ 
ming offered by network and 
cable television. 


“He’s such a powerful actor 
and he clearly loves this show 
and loves making it,” says Par¬ 
ker, also known for roles on 
Deadwood, Dexter and The 
Firm. 

“There’s nothing better 
than working with somebody 
who’s at the top of their game. 
It just makes me better.” 

Jackie is a Democratic con¬ 
gresswoman from California, 
as well as a battle-scarred veter¬ 
an from Afghanistan and Iraq 
who earns praise from Francis 
for her “ruthless pragmatism.” 

Although Jackie is not 
drawn from anyone in par¬ 
ticular, Parker says she felt 
compelled to research power¬ 
ful women in order to better 
understand how gender pol¬ 
itics work. 

“I was just really interested 
in what it costs to be a woman 
in a room full of men and how 
do you hold your own?”

A lot of people probably know 
B.J. Novak best, as he puts it, 
as “that guy from The Office.” 
And yeah, he was really funny 
as Ryan, the intern bro turned 
full-time employee. But Novak, 
who wrote for the longtime sit¬ 
com from day one, just penned 
his debut book: a collection of 
short, irreverent stories called 
One More Thing. We got Novak 
on the line to talk about more 
than just one of the things we 
were wondering about. 

Coming from TV, what made 
you decide to write a book 
of short stories? 

I had all these ideas that I was 
bursting with after all these 
years on The Office, that 
really didn’t fit into this really 
contained environment that I 
was writing in for eight years. 

I would sort of accumulate 
them in notebooks. Any ideas 
that didn’t fit into Dwight, 


Michael, Jim and Pam, or 
Ryan and Kelly, just went 
into a stack of notebooks 
that I would put away in 
a drawer and not know 
what to do with. So then 
when The Office was finally 


coming to an end, I looked 
through all the notebooks 
and I loved so many of these 
ideas but they didn’t all 
seem to be right for a movie 
or a TV show, I didn’t know 
what they were for. 

So I just started writ¬ 
ing them, and it became 
very exciting to write in all 
different lengths and all dif¬ 
ferent tones, just whatever 
I thought an idea called for. 
And it became a book of 
fiction. 

Did writing a book feel 
more personal than your 
previous projects? 

It feels a lot more personal! 
And the irony is, I didn’t 


think this was a personal 
book at all when I started it. 
Unlike my best friend Mindy 
(Kaling), who wrote a mem¬ 
oir, I’m not really a personal 
writer, I don’t really have 
stories or opinions to share. 

I would bore people. 

But before I knew it, I 
was putting so much more 
of myself into it. My own 
opinions and fears and 
neuroses and fantasies, they 
were all working their way 
into the stories. So it ended 
up being the most personal 
thing I’ve ever done. 

Was it a little scary to read 
the early reviews? 

As I was first writing the

on looking back at The Office 

stories, I would read them 
out loud, first to friends, and 
then eventually to theatres 
of people. I would book the 
Upright Citizens Brigade 
theatres in L.A. and New 
York, and hundreds of people 
would show up, because they 
knew the guy from The Of¬ 
fice. And I would read these 
stories in progress, so I really 
got to know what worked 
and what didn’t, what held 
their attention, what people 
seemed to want more of and 
what they wanted less of. So 
by the time the book came 
out and reviews came out, I 
kind of knew, more or less, 
how things would play. 

Was it sad when The Office 
finally ended, or was it 
more of a relief? 

It was both. Every now and 
then I drive by the old set, 
or the highway exit I used to 
take, or see the old gang or 
catch an episode on TV, and 
it does make me wistful for 
the past a little bit. But in 
general it was veiy exciting 
and freeing to be out of it. 

You spent almost the first 
decade of your career on 
that show, and had so much 
success at a young age. Was 
it all kind of overwhelming? 
Yeah, it kind of happened 
so fast that we didn’t really 
have time to adjust to it. You 
know, we knew that what 


we were writing — I really 
related more as a writer 
during those years on The 
Office — was great. Well, 
we thought it was great. You 
always think that something 
you’re doing is great, at 
first. And then, when people 
would come up to us on the 
street and say that they loved 
our show, it kind of felt very 
natural to us, because we 
had that cocky thing that 
kids have, where they think 
they’re the best in the world. 
It took some hard knocks 
during the show to realize 
that this was hard work and 
that not every episode was 
going to make everybody 
laugh, and just because 
you’re great one week, that 
doesn’t make it any easier 
the next week. 

There are some comedians 
who I feel, if I met them, 
we’d be friends. Are there 
any people in the business 
that you just know, if you 
could meet them, you’d be 
buds? 

Oh, that’s a great question! 
Let’s see. David Letterman. 
Eveiy time I’m on his show — 
I’ve been on his show twice 
— I know that I’m just a guest, 
and that eveiyone is just a 
guest to him, but I really think 
if he’d let just one more friend 
into his life, just one, we’d 
really get along.

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Biggest Loser champion faces a new 
set of challenges since show’s finale 



How much is too 
much? Winner's 
weight loss garners 
criticisms and concern 


A day after Rachel Fredericlc- 
son won the latest season 
of The Biggest Loser, after 
shedding nearly 60 per cent 
of her body weight, atten¬ 
tion wasn’t focused on her 
$250,000 win but rather the 
criticism surrounding her 
loss. 

Experts cautioned that 
regardless of her current 
weight, the criticism being 
levied on social media about 
her losing too much isn’t 
helpful. A more constructive 
message is needed, they say, 
centring on overall healthy 
living and body image. 

The five-foot-four, 

24-year-old Fredericlcson 
dropped from 260 pounds to 
105 under the show’s rigor¬ 
ous exercise and diet regi¬ 
men, and time spent on her 
own before the finale. She 
was a three-time state cham¬ 
pion swimmer at Stillwater 
Area High School in Minne¬ 
sota, then turned to sweets 
for solace after a failed ro¬ 
mance with a foreign ex¬ 
change student she followed 
to his native Germany. 

Fredericlcson’s newly 
thin frame lit up Twitter 
on Wednesday, with many 


viewers pointing to the 
surprised expressions on 
the faces of trainers Jillian 
Michaels and Bob Harper 
during the show’s Tuesday 
night finale. Many tweeted 
that Fredericlcson looked an¬ 
orexic and unhealthy, while 
others congratulated her for 
dropping 155 pounds. 

Fredericlcson’s body mass 
index, a measure of height 
and weight, is below the 


normal range, said Jillian 
Lampert, senior director 
of the Emily Program, an 
eating disorder treatment 
program based in St. Paul, 
Minn. But she said the criti¬ 
cism directed against Fred- 
ericlcson isn’t helpful. 

“As a society we often 
criticize people for being at 
higher weights. That’s part 
of why we have the TV show 
The Biggest Loser. And then 


we feel free to criticize low¬ 
er weight,” Lampert said. 

A more constructive mes¬ 
sage to send young people 
would centre on well-round¬ 
ed health and the import¬ 
ance of eating well, moving 
well and sleeping well, she 
said. 

“We certainly see a lot of 
people who struggle with 
eating disorders who use 
the same behaviours on that 


show to an extreme,” she 
said. “That can’t be helpful.” 

During an appearance 
on Access Hollywood, Fred- 
ericlcson didn’t directly re¬ 
spond to the criticism but 
said she intends to live a 
healthy lifestyle going for¬ 
ward. 

“My journey was about 
finding that confident girl 
again. Little by little, chal¬ 
lenge by challenge, that 


athlete came out. And it 
sparked inside me this feel¬ 
ing that I can do anything 
I can conceive. And I found 
that girl, and I’m just going 
to embrace her fully,” she 
said. 

In a statement released 
late Wednesday, NBC said it 
was committed to helping 
all of the show’s past con¬ 
testants live healthier lives.

Vinyl resurgence. This 
year the big labels will 
be getting back on the 
retro record wagon 


In 2014, it’s safe to say, the ma¬ 
jor Canadian music labels will 
release more music on vinyl 
than they have since the hey¬ 
day of the format more than 30 
years ago. 

But — and, when it comes 
to the nostalgia-drenched nar¬ 
rative about the resurrection 
of vinyl, there is always a but 
— that fact could stand a little 
context. “To paraphrase Mark 
Twain, the resurrection of 
vinyl records has been greatly 
exaggerated,” says Steve Kane, 
president of Warner Music Can¬ 
ada. “Vinyl sales account for a 
low single-digit contribution to 
our gross sales and will prob¬ 
ably remain a niche product,” 
he adds, “but it will be a veiy 
active and passionate niche.” 

“It will never be the dom¬ 
inant configuration,” agrees 
Ivar Hamilton, VP of catalogue 
marketing for Universal Music 
Canada, “but it’s important 
enough now in many instances 
that supply keeping up with de¬ 
mand has become a challenge.” 

One of the more interesting 
developments isn’t that vinyl, 
through years of steady growth, 
has clawed its way back to rep¬ 
resent more than a rounding 
error in the pie chart of music 
sales. It’s that the niche it oc¬ 
cupies has become promising 
enough to make it worthwhile 
for the big companies to start 


Back in black

paying serious attention to it. 

Independent labels, of 
course, have embraced the 
configuration for years. As Jef¬ 
frey Remedios, co-founder of 
the Arts & Crafts label, points 
out, “We started vinyl press¬ 
ings with our veiy first release, 
A&C001 Broken Social Scene — 
You Forgot It in People.” That 
was in 2003. 

But in the context of Can¬ 
ada’s major labels, Universal, 
Warner and Sony (which didn’t 
answer our emailed questions), 
exact metrics can be hard to 
come by. 

“We seem to be adding 
titles at a rate of about 25 per 
cent year to year,” Warner’s 
Kane wrote in an email. “My 
best guess is we did between 
150 and 200 titles last year. 
Add to that special Record 
Store Day and Black Friday (re¬ 
leases), we’re probably looking 
at 500 titles a year encompass¬ 
ing all genres.” That spike in 
supply is partly due to a rise in 
the number of outlets. 

“More retail is stocking 
vinyl,” says Universal’s Hamil¬ 


ton. “Amazon is into market¬ 
ing their selections, HMV is 
back in the game in many loca¬ 
tions, you can now even order 
(records) from the Walmart on- 
fine site.” 

In fact, says Kane, “For me 
the real significance of the 
vinyl market is that it has 
prolonged the life of the re¬ 
cord retailer, especially the 
independent retailer. It’s 2014 
and people are opening record 
shops. After more than a dec¬ 
ade of closures, bankruptcies, 
shrinking floor space in the 
big-box stores, it’s incredible 
to see the return of the local 
record shop.” 

The evidence of his claim 
is easy to spot in downtown 
Toronto, where new independ¬ 
ent shops exclusively selling 
vinyl have indeed profiferated. 

“At Warner we now sell 
directly to over 100 independ¬ 
ent shops across the country, 
shops we would have at one 
point sent to a One Stop or 
other middleman,” Kane says. 

So, what’s in the vinyl pipe- 
fine for 2014? 

The single biggest event 
may turn out to be the return 
of Led Zeppelin’s albums on 
high-quality vinyl. 

The broader trend might 
be the proliferation of vinyl 
in other genres. In jazz, for 
instance, 2014 happens to be 
the 75th Anniversaiy of Blue 
Note Records, which will bring 
a burst of reissued classics on 
record. Universal also plans to 
bring back some notable ’70s 
reggae albums from the Virgin 
Front Line label.

LeBron James is no stran¬ 
ger to getting the green 
light to shoot, but this time 
it’s for a scripted comedy 
series set in the world of 
professional basketball.

Instead of singing, Madonna 
and members of Pussy Riot 
spoke with passion about hu¬ 
man rights issues at a concert 
for Amnesty International. 

Madonna told the crowd of 
thousands Wednesday night 
that she received death threats 
for standing up for Pussy Riot, 
a Russian protest punk band, 
when two of its members were 
arrested for hooliganism after 
staging a protest in a Russian 
church in 2012. 

“The right to be free, to 
speak our minds, to have an 
opinion, to love who we want 
to love, to be who we are ... do 
we have to fight for that?” the 
pop icon said, answering her 
own question with an explet¬ 
ive. 

At the Barclays Center in 
Brooklyn, Madonna introduced 
Maria Alyokhina and Nadezhda 
Tololconnikova, who were re¬ 
leased from prison in Decem¬ 
ber and made their first public 
appearance in the U.S. on Tues¬ 
day. 

They spoke through a trans¬

More details are emerging 
about Justin Bieber’s hot- 
boxed flight into the New 
York area for the Super Bowl 
last week.

In 
other words, Sorkin writes, 
the death of a famous 
addict might scare a few 
other people on the edge 
into getting clean, and 
that’s why, he says, it’s 
important to be clear that 
Hoffman didn’t die because 
he did heroin wrong, but 
because he did it at all. 

“(Hoffman) did not die 
from an overdose of heroin 
— he died from heroin. We 
should stop implying that 
if he’d just taken the prop¬ 
er amount then everything 
would have been fine. 

“He didn’t die because 
he was partying too hard 
or because he was de¬ 
pressed,” he added, “He 
died because he was an 
addict.

Here’s a question I was 
asked this week: Why do 
some vineyards call their 
wines Pinot Gris while 
others use Pinot Grigio? 

Well, the white grape is 
French so Pinot Gris is its 
original name. Italy grows 
a clone of Pinot Gris that 
they call Pinot Grigio, well, 
because they’re Italian, and 
which is lighter and crisper 
than the French versions. 

Lots of other countries 
grow Pinot Gris and decid¬ 
ing on how to spell it is a 
combination of flavour pro¬ 
file and marketing savvy. 
Some feel Gris sounds more 
sophisticated. Others pro¬ 
duce a richer wine that they 
think compares to a French 
Pinot Gris so go with that 
spelling.
